—  (BP>  —  The  first 
person  to  suggest  the  western  1950 
simultaneous  evangelistic  crusade  was 
Dr.  Thomas  P.  Haskins  of  Oklahoma 
City,  according  to  Dr.  Charles  E.  Mat¬ 
thews,  superintendent  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Evangelism  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention. 

“I  had  in  mind  that  we  should  try 
one  throughout  the  entire  South,” 
Matthews  said,  “but  It  looked  so  big 
and  overwhelming  and  problems  were 
so  great  concerning  preachers  that  I 
did  not  know  what  to  do.  Dr.  Has¬ 
kins  called  me  long  distance  while 
Oklahoma  was  having  an  evangelistic 
conference,  snowbound  and  Icebound. 
I  was  in  Little  Rock  In  their  evange¬ 
listic  conference,  also  snowbound. 

“About  the  time  that  he  called  me, 
It  seemed  that  from  every  direction 
there  came  letters  and  telephone  calls 
from  men  scattered  over  the  South, 
asking  for  this  crusade.  Ihave  never 
before  experienced  anything  like  It. 
I  can  truthfully  say  that,  in  my  esti¬ 
mation,  if  anything  in  which  I  have 
ever  had  a  part  actually  came  from 
God,  this  did."

1950.

HART:  Do  you  have  any  facts  to 
offer,  or  is  this  conjecture  an  your 
part? 

OXNAM:  The  Roman  Catholic  hier¬ 
archy  Itself  Is  my  authority.  In  IMS, 
tfte  National  Catholic  Welfare  Con¬ 
ference.  which  Is  the  hierarchy,  ad¬ 
dressed  a  letter  to  8enator  Elbert  D. 
Thomas  during  Senate  hearings,  in¬ 
volving  Federal  aid  to  education.  That 
letter  stated,  “The  Catholic  position 
Is  one  of  opposition  to  any  measures 
for  education  that  would  .  .  .  fall  to 
make  mandatory,  the  inclusion  of 
Catholic  schools  In  Its  benefits." 

HART:  But  the  Roman  Catholic  po¬ 
sition  was  expressed  by  Cardinal 
Spellman  when  he  said  that  Catholics 
“must  oppose  unequivocally,  any  hill 
that  falls  to  guarantee  at  least  non- 
rellgious  text- books,  bus  rides,  and 
health  services  for  all  the  children  of 
all  Americans."  In  his  opinion,  a  bill 
which  would  not  take  those  three 
matters  Into  consideration  would  be 
discriminatory  and  un-American,  and 
thus  promote  prejudice  against  Cath¬ 
olic  children. 

OXNAM:  One  could  wish  the  Cardi¬ 
nal  were  more  candid  and  less  crafty. 
It  Is  not  milk  and  medicine,  books 
and  busses!  What  he  wants  is  the 
support  of  parochial  schools  by  taxes 
levied  on  all  the  people.  In  a  word, 
he  seeks  public  funds  for  sectarian 
education.  The  church  not  only  wants 
public  funds  for  private  purposes,  but

Rev.  Ira  P.  Metis  has  resigned  the 
pastorate  of  the  First  Church,  Acker¬ 
man.  and  other  churches  of  Choctaw 
County  which  he  has  served  as  pas¬ 
tor,  to  accept  the  pastorate  of  Mid¬ 
way  Church  near  Jackson.

3 -Catholics  without  distinction— Is  foT- 
Icn  to  Catholic  children  and  can  only 
be  tolerated  at  the  discretion  of  bishops 
in  special  circumstances  .  .  .  neither  is 
It  admissible  for  Catholics  to  attend 
mixed  schools  .  .  .  where  religious  In¬ 
struction  is  provided  and  pupils  receive 
the  rest  of  their  teaching  from  non- 
Oathollc  masters,  together  with  non- 
Catholic  children  .  .  .  For  a  school  to  be 
acceptable  It  is  necessary  that  the  whole 
teaching  and  organisation  of  the  school, 
namely,  the  teachers,  the  curriculum 
and  the  books — is  governed  by  the  Chris¬ 
tian  spirit,  under  the  maternal  direction 
and  vigilance  of  the  Church.” 

HART:  But  you  are  quoting  the  Pope’s 
Encyclical.  He  may  have  been  talking 
merely  to  Italians,  or  Europeans,  a»vi 
not  to  Americana. 

OXNAM:  Mr.  Hart,  when  the  Pope 
■peaks,  he  speaks  to  all  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic*-  His  authority  is  absolute.  He  speaks 
to  all  Roman  Catholics  just  m  Stalin 
speaks  to  all  Communists.

‘That  is  just  what  we  figured,  and  you 
are  going  to  get  run  out  *f  here  aad 
tet  ns  ran  out,  too.”  said  the  pastor 
and  singer.  We  said.  “Well.  I  have

“Some  have  said  I  am  to  be  ran  out 
of  here  if  1  preach  this  sermon.  But  1 
am  from  Salk  van’s  Hollow  myself.”

I  ran  upon  a  bear  in  my 
pathway  one  time  and  I  Jerked  up  a 
sharp  stick  aad  stuck  his  eyes  out.  grab¬ 
bed  off  my  galluses,  threw  them  around 
his  neck  and  choked  him  to  death.  One 
time  I  saw  a  bear  under  a  tree  up  there. 
On  the  off  side  of  the  tree,  I  slipped 
up  on  that  hear,  grabbed  him  by  the 
tail,  threw  my  legs  around  the  tree 
and  held  him  until  he  starved  to  death.” 
(One  woman  leaned  over  and  asked  the 
wife  of  the  singer.  “Do  you  reckon  he 
really  did  that?”) 

Then  I  announced  my  sermon  topic. 
One  fellow  got  ap  from  the  platform 
and  walked  out.  Later  I  was  told  he  was 
one  of  the  biggest  of  the  moonshiners. 
He  said  to  some  near  him  "1  know  what 
he  is  going  to  say  and  I  just  do  not 
want  to  take  it.” 

We  preached  the  sermon.  We  stayed 
there  for  several  days.  We  were  not 
“run  out.”  We  did  not  suffer!  We  were 
invited  back  the  next  year  for  a  second 
meeting.  Did  not  get  to  go.  Some  fine 
folks  live  there. 

Oh.  it  is  great  to  sing.  “God  Will 
Take  Care  of  You.”  and  then  run  away — 
cowardly! 

Yes,  it  is  great  to  sing,  “Ready  to 
suffer,  grief  or  pain,”  and  then  flinch 
at  the  suggestion  of  costly  loyalty. 

Today  the  big  thing  is  “poise.”  Don't 
get  excited  over  the  work  of  Jesus! 

Today  the  big  thing  is  “dignity.”  A 
graveyard  is  the  most  dignified  thing  we 
know  about! 

Today  the  great  thing  is  “repres¬ 
sion.’'  In  the  New  Testament  M  was  ex¬ 
pression— “Go  tell.” 

Let  ns  pray  for  the  Spirit  of  God 
to  come  upon  ns  until  we  will  be  faithful 
even  unto  death— die  before  being  un¬ 
faithful!  Doxoiogy! 

“And  what  shall  I  more  say?  For  the 
time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  Gideon, 
and  of  Barak,  and  of  Samson,  and  of 
Jephthae;  of  David  also,  and  Samuel, 
aad  of  the  prophets.

The  annual  association  season 
is  now  in  full  swing  anti  represen¬ 
tatives  of  various  agencies  and  in¬ 
stitutions  are  looking  forward  to 
these  glad  occasions.  Most  of  the 
association  sessions  are  pleasant 
but  sometimes  a  few  people  get 
restless  because  some  good  broth- 
r,  with  more  zeal  for  the  emtse 
e  represents  than  is  best  for  other 
interests  to  be  presented  at  the  as¬ 
sociation  and,  for  which  he  has  a 
fine  appreciation,  when  off  the 
platform,  intrudes  upon  <he  time 
alloted  the  next  speaker.

It  was  Bishop  Hughes  who  said:

Remember  your  time,  brother. 
Your  time  is  limited.  Remember 
there  are  other  speakers  who 
should  be  heard.  Stay  within  your 
time  and  help  the  moderator  ex¬ 
pedite  the  program  of  the  associa¬ 
tion. 

We  recall  a  recent  association 
where  a  brother  was  given  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  time,  lie  used  that 
amount  of  time  and  then  when  the 
alloted  time  was  up,  proceeded  to 
make  some  announcements  and 
afked  to  be  given  time  to  distri- 
J^itc  literature  and  one  or  two 
other  things.  This  took  about  four 
more  minutes. 

We  recall  one  moderator  who 
said:  “Brethren,  we  have  only  one 
day  for  our  association.  If  all  the 
other  speakers  take  sixteen  min¬ 
utes  when  they  are  alloted  only 
six  minutes,  how  can  I  stick  to 
the  program?** 

We  are  reminded  of  the  story 
told  at  a  Tennessee  association.  A 
speaker  whose  assigned  time  was 
fifteen  minutes  took  forty.  He 
closed  by  apologizing  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  speaker  for  taking  “just  a 
minute  of  your  time.** 

The  following  s|>eaker  assured 
him  (probably  with  crossed  fing¬ 
ers)  that  that  was  all  right.  He 


trying  to  sell  a  farmer  a  patented 
feed  trough  for  bogs.  The  farmer 
informed  him  that  he  wasn’t  in¬ 
terested,  as  he  had  a  feed  trough. 
But,  undaunted,  the  salesman 
again  recounted  the  merits  of  his 
patented  feed  trough  anti,  as  he 
thought,  used  a  aales-clinching  ar¬ 
gument.  The  unanswerable  argu¬ 
ment,  as  he  thought,  was  “Even 
though  you  have  troughs  which 
are  all  right  for  feeding,  my  pat¬ 
ented  trough  will  do  all  that  yours 
will  do  and  in  addition  they  will 
SAVE  TIME.”  The  fanner  replied, 
“What  is  time  to  a  HOG?” 

The  long-winded  brother  soon 
sought  and  got  a  call  to  a  field  in 
another  section  of  the  state. 

We  understand  that  to  most 
people  THEIR  subject  is  the  most 
important  of  all,  but  remember 
that  the  otlier  fellow  feels  the 
same  way  about  HIS  subject. 

To  take  more  time  than  is  al¬ 
loted  is  taking  time  that  belongs 
to  some  other  person  and  is  a 
form  of  dishonesty.  It  also  makes 
a  hrotlier  a  marked  man  and  an 
unwelcome  one. 

All  our  causes  are  entitled  to  a 
fair  presentation.  No  real  parent 
would  stuff  one  child  and  starve 
another.  Let’s  take  the  time  given, 
do  the  best  we  can  with  it.  and 
thus  make  friends  for  ourselves 
and  the  cause  we  represent.

The  Mississippi  State  Fair  is  to 
be  held  in  Jackson  October  10-17. 
If  we  recall  correctly  each  fair 
has  as  a  part  of  its  program  gamb¬ 
ling  in  one  form  or  another. 

Concerning  one  of  the  State 
Fairs  the  Jackson  Chief  of  Police, 
Joel  D.  Holden,  said,  “Open  and 
state  anti-gambling  laws  at  the 
flagrant  violation  of  the  city  and 
Mississippi  State  Fair  Grounds 
must  cease.” 

This  statement  was  issued  after 
the  Chief  of  Police  had  ordered 
the  closeure  of  five  carnival  con¬ 
cessions  on  the  mid-way.  Two  of 
the  places  involved  in  the  gambling 
night  and  three  others  were  shut- 
up  on  Thursday. 

We  are  giving  notice  in  plenty 
of  time  so  that  there  will  be  no 
excuse.  The  notice  is  this:  If 
can  be  seen  on  Monday  as  well 
as  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 
If  somebody  goes  to  the  fair 
ground  and  is  drunk  and  disor¬ 
derly  on  Monday,  the  police  will 
arrest  him  on  Monday  and  not  wait 
until  he  has  been  drunk  all  day 
Monday,  and  all  day  Tuesday  and 
all  day  Wednesday  before  they 
find  out  that  he  is  drunk.  In  other 
w-ords,  we  are  saying  gambling 
should  be  stopped  when  the  fair 
starts  rather  than  when  it  is  al¬ 
most  over. 

Another  part  of  the  statement 
of  Chief  Holden  was  “No  arrests 
have  been  made  and  operators  of 
the  places  nvolved  □  the  gamblng 
offered  no  resstance  to  the  order.” 

Gamblng  is  against  the  law  and 
if  people  are  going  to  be  arrested 
for  other  violations  of  the  law 
tliey  should  also  be  arrested  for 

gambling.  Why  the  prefeemce  for 
gamblers? 

We  are  now  suggesting  to  our 
law  enforcement  officers  tliat  they 
begin  to  enforce  the  law  the  day 
the  fair  opens  and  not  when  the 
fair  is  almost  over.

He  also  ruled  that  “holding  a 
graduation  exercise  in  a  church 
where  no  religion,  strictly  speak¬ 
ing,  is  brought  into  the  program 
is  not  a  violation  of  the  law.”

Compulsory  Chapel 
Attendance  Commended 

Recently  Dr.  Arnold  8.  Nash,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Department  of  Religion 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
made  the  statement  that  “compul¬ 
sory  chapel  service  should  be  held  by 
all  church  colleges.”  In  explaining 
the  basis  for  this  statement  Dr.  Nash 
stated:  “The  essential  point  I  was 
trying  to  make  was  that  the  church- 
related  college  should  stand  by  its 
principles.  No  educational  Institution, 
I  argued,  that  is  really  worth  its  salt 
entertains  the  idea  of  optional  exami¬ 
nations.  1.  e.,  if  we  interpret  the  word 
examination  sufficiently  widely  to  in¬ 
dicate  means  according  to  which  the 
abilities  of  students  can  be  estimated. 
If  a  church- related  college  feels  (and 
most  of  them  do)  that  examinations 
are  sufficiently  important  to  be  com¬ 
pulsory,  then  I  do  not  see  why  relig¬ 
ious  services  should  not  be  compul¬ 
sory.  If  they  are  made  optional,  then 
that  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  the 
college  authorities  do  not  regard 
them,  as  they  do  examinations,  as  be¬ 
ing  really  important.  In  other  words, 
if  a  church-related  college  were  to 
make  both  attendance  at  examina¬ 
tions  and  attendance  at  college  serv¬ 
ices  optional,  then  such  a  college 
would  be  saying  that  both  examina¬ 
tions  and  services  are  equally  Impor¬ 
tant.” 

(Sounds  like  good  sense  to  us. — R. 

B.  J.)

nomination  in  this  war-weary  land. 

Only  21  churches  make  up  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Union,  with  nearly  that  many 
more  independent  of  any  affiliation. 
The  churches  in  the  Union  have 
about  2,000  members.  Dr.  Vincent's 
members  number  240.  The  pastor  was 
educated  in  the  University  of  Paris, 
and  in  Rochester  Seminary.  New 
York,  as  a  classmate  of  Dr.  Theooore 
F.  Adams,  pastor  of  the  First  Church 
in  Richmond.  He  is  strongly  evangeli¬ 
cal,  on  fire  for  preaching  the  gospel 
in  a  land  where  in  the  past  it  has 
sounded  strange  indeed. 

Out  of  some  49,000,000  people  in 
France,  the  Catholics  claim  ahnut 
7,000.000.  All  Protestants  claim  only 
about  1,000.000  more.  That  leaves 
about  82  per  cent  of  the  people  be¬ 
longing  to  no  church  at  all. 

“It  is  one  of  the  most  godless,  un¬ 
believing  and  unchurched  countries 
on  earth.”  said  Dr.  Vincent.  “Yet 
now  the  people  are  hungry  for  spir¬ 
itual  things.  Our  Catholic  friends  ?  re 
steadily  losing  their  hold  on  the  p  o- 
ple.  What  we  could  do  with  a  dir,  n 
live,  ^earnest  evangelists!” 

Now  that  we  Baptists  have  a  semi¬ 
nary  just  opened  at  Zurich,  Bapti  ts 
of  France  have  agreed  to  send  min¬ 
isterial  students  there.  They  are  seek¬ 
ing  to  encourage  young  ministers  to 
get  adequate  training. 

An  opportunity  to  establish  church¬ 
es  immediately  exists  in  many  parts 
of  France,  says  Pastor  Vincent.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  war,  enough  Baptists  were 
found  at  Lyons  to  organize  a  church. 
They  bought  a  plot  of  ground  for  a 
church  building — with  the  help  of 
the  American  Baptist  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Society.  Now  Dr.  George  W.  Sad¬ 
ler,  acting  president  of  the  Zurich 
seminary,  plans  to  visit  the  field  soon 
to  see  what  Southern  Baptists  might 
do  to  aid  in  the  building. 

Iji  Bordeaux,  Brest.  Metz  and  many 
other  cities.  Baptist  groups  await  pas¬ 
tors  and  leadership  to  start  their  wor¬ 
ship  and  organized  work.  At  Miort, 
in  the  region  of  many  western  French 
Protestants.  Baptist  believers  meet  in 
the  labor  union  hall,  and  are  ready 
to  buy  a  building  for  a  place  of  wor¬ 
ship.

EUROPEAN  SEMINARY 

The  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 
in  Zurich,  Switzerland,  opened  Its 
first  session  with  the  inauguration 
and  dedication  program  September  4 
and  5. 

Presented  on  the  program  were  Dr. 
Arnold  T.  Ohm  and  Dr.  W.  O.  Lewis  of 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance;  Dr.  Jo¬ 
hannes  Norgaard  of  the  Baptist  Semi¬ 
nary  In  Denmark;  Rev.  E.  Pfister  of 
the  Salem  Baptist  Church  In  Zurich, 
president  of  the  Baptist  Convention 
of  German-speaking  Switzerland;  Dr. 
Jessee  D.  Pranks  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Relief  Committee;  Dr.  Edwin 
A.  Bell  of  the  American  Baptist  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Society;  and  Dr.  George 
W.  Sadler  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Foreign  Mission  Board. 

The  first  session  began  with  a  ca¬ 
pacity  enrollment  of  25  students,  who 
came  from  ten  countries:  Oermany, 
France.  U.  S.  A.,  Belgium,  Holland. 
Austria  Norway  Denmark  Finland 
and  Italy.  The  five  seminary  teachers 
are  of  four  different  nationalities: 
English  American,  Swiss  and  Hungar¬ 
ian.  All  instruction  Is  given  in  Eng¬ 
lish. 

The  four-year  course  of  study  fa- 
I  eludes  subjects  designed  to  prepare 
students  for  the  Christian  ministry. 
In  addition,  a  preparatory  department 

•  is  provided  in  the  seminary  for  those 
students  who  have  not  completed 
their  general  education.

HAWAII 

Missionary  Victor  Koon,  pastor  of 
the  Olivet  Baptist  Church,  Honolulu, 
was  elected  field  secretary  of  the 
Hawaiian  Baptist  Mission  at  the  Sep¬ 
tember  8  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board. 

Secretary  M.  Theron  Rankin,  who 
returned  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
on  September  5,  recommended  the 
election  of  a  field  secretary  after  a 
two  weeks'  survey  of  the  mission  work 
there.  Although  the  Hawaiian  work 
has  been,  for  convenience,  classified 
as  a  part  of  the  Orient  area,  its  ad¬ 
ministration  has  been  handled  by 
the  executive  secretary  of  the  Board 
during  the  residence  of  Dr.  Baker  J. 
Cauthen,  Secretary  for  the  Orient.  In 
China. 

Unusually  rapid  expansion  of  Bap¬ 
tist  work  In  the  Islands  makes  neces¬ 
sary  a  representative  there  to  act  for 
the  Board.  Mr.  Koon’s  missionary 
status  will  remain  unchanged,  al¬ 
though  his  new  duties  will  make  it 
necessary  for  him  to  resign  his  pas¬ 
toral  work. 

Southern  Baptists  have  37  mission¬ 
aries  in  Hawaii,  most  of  them  under 
appointment  only  a  few  years.  There 
sue  seven  regularly  organized  church¬ 
es  with  1.242  members,  24  Sunday 
schools  with  2.500  pupils;  18  Quota¬ 
tions,  38  young  people's  organizations 
with  about  900  members  Work  was 
begun  there  In  1940. 

A  new  Hawaiian  Baptist  academy 
Is  opening  this  fall.  The  building  for 
the  academy  and  many  of  the  new 
church  buildings  on  the  Islands  have 
been  made  possible  by  funds  given 
by  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  of  the 
South. 

MISSIONARY  JOHN  LAKE 

Dr.  John  Lake,  founder  of  the  leper 
colony  on  Tal  Kam  Island,  off  the 
coast  of  south  Chins,  died  August  28 
at  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  Bom  in 
South  Carolina  In  1870.  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  missionary  for  South  CTiina 
in  1903  and  served  there  until  his 
retirement  in  1939.  He  had  preached 
ha  every  state  in  the  United  States 
and  In  about  thirty  other  countries. 

The  leper  colony  was  established  in 
the  early  1920’s.  Work  was  disrupted 
by  the  late  war,  but  has  been  re¬ 
established  under  the  direction  of 
Missionary  Rex  Ray.  John  Lake,  In¬ 
corporated,  an  American  organisation, 
raised  for  the  colony  an  endowment 
fund  of  $81,358.56,  which  Is  being  held 
in  trust  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 
The  property  Includes  twelve  dorml- 
•  tories,  the  hospital,  administration 
building,  church  and  chapel.

Perhaps  no  church  has  accepted 
the  resignation  of  its  pastor  with  a 
greater  degree  of  regret,  or  with  a 
greater  degree  of  love  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  their  pastor.  An  Indication 
of  the  appreciation  of  the  church  for 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Campbell  and  Ms  min- 
takry  with  the  church  is  their  action 
to  releasing  Dr.  Campbell  from  all 
responsibilities  and  duties  tounedtoto- 
so  that  he  might  have  complete 
reet.  The  church  also  voted  to  pay 
Ms  moving  expenses  to  Shelby,  North 
Carolina,  and  elected  him  Pastor 
■emeritus. 

Being  freed  from  the  heavy  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  a  large  pastorate,  Dr. 
Campbell  will  be  able  to  render  an 
even  wider  service  In  denominational 
work,  to  evangelistic  meetings,  supply 
works  and  by  writing.  Being  widely 
known  among  Southern  Baptists,  It 
is  expected  that  he  will  be  called 
upon  for  these  services  fcrth  V)  the 
denomination  and  to  the  churches  In 
the  years  ahead. 

Dr.  Campbell  has  published  a  dozen 
books  which  have  reached  a  total  of 
more  than  50,000  copies.  These  books 
are  widely  read,  some  of  them  hav¬ 
ing  been  translated  into  more  than 
one  foreign  language.  He  has  also 
published  a  booklet.  God’s  Financial 
Plan,  which  has  had  the  phenomenal 
circulation  of  290.000.  Other  books 
will  be  coming  from  the  pen  of  Dr. 
Campbell  In  the  future. 

During  Dr.  Campbell’s  pastorate  of 
almost  three  years  there  have  been 
a  total  of  858  additions.  413  of  them 
being  by  baptism  and  Cooperative 
Program  gifts  have  Increased  from 
$15,000  to  $30,000.

Tribute,  Symbol,  Prophecy 

(Editor’s  Note:  We  give  below 
the  address  delivered  by  Rev. 
Lowrey  Compere  at  dedication  of 
the  new  building  and  formal 
opening  of  forty -second  annual 
session,  Clarke  Memorial  College, 
Newton.) 


Today  is  a  day  of  tremendous  sig¬ 
nificance’  in  the  life  of  a  great  in¬ 
stitution  and  in  the  life  of  a  great 
denomination. 

The  erection  of  the  Dining  Hall- 
Activities  Building  is  not  necessarily 
the  most  important  acomplishment 
in  the  recovery  of  this  school  from 
tlje  years  of  severe  trial  and  hard¬ 
ship.  Every  victory  has  been  impor¬ 
tant — even  those  earlier  victories 
which  were  not  recognized  because 
they  came  at  a  time  of  apparent  de¬ 
feat.  The  leading  of  God  by  which 
the  school  was  kept  open  when  by  all 
the  known  rules  it  was  supposed  to 
close  its  doors  and  die,  the  sacrificial 
devotion  of  the  men  who  leased  the 
property  and  kept  unbroken  a  re¬ 
markable  record  of  Christian  service, 
the  rapid  climb  back  into  the  full 
confidence  of  our  Baptist  hosts — all  of 
these  were  exceedingly  important. 
The  building  of  new  homes  for  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  members,  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  temporary  space  for  class¬ 
rooms  and  offices,  the  remodeling  of 
buildings,  the  acquiring  of  equipment 

_ these  were  important  achievements, 

and  who  can  say  this  is  any  more, 
important?  In  fact,  without  such  a 
background  of  triumph  to  Inspire  the 
confidence  of  Mississippi  Baptists  this 
building  would  never  have  become  a 
reality. 

But  this  is  the  first  of  the  new 
main  buildings  in  the  Program  of 
Strengthening  and  Improvement.  Of 
all  the  achievements,  this  gives  the 
strongest  and  clearest  testimony  to 
the  permanence  of  this  Institution 
and  to  the  ultimate  fulfillment  of 
our  hopes  and  dreams  of  more  ade¬ 
quate  facilities  for  the  Clarke  of  to¬ 
morrow. 

The  new  Dining  Hall-Activities 
Building  is  a  tribute  to  the  Clarke  of 
yesterday,  a  symbol  of  the  Clarke 
of  today,  and  a  prophecy  of  the  Clarke 
of  tomorrow.  It  brings  to  us  in  imag¬ 
ination  three  great  groups  of  people: 
Those  who  are  with  us  no  longer  but 
who  in  their  days  of  opportunity 
made  Investments  here;  those  whose 
response  to  the  appeal  provided  the 
money  for  this  building;  and  those 
who  In  the  future  will  be  touched  and 
blessed  by  what  la  built  here  in  our 
day. 

As  a  tribute  to  the  Clarke  of  yes¬ 
terday  this  new  building  reminds  us 
of  those  who  have  gone  on  before  us 
whose  vision,  faith,  and  sacrifice,  built 


Gautier  Church  Dedicated 

Dedication  services  for  the  First 
Church,  Gautier,  were  held  on  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  September  18.  The  pro¬ 
gram  was  in  charge  of  the  pastor, 
Rev.  Lester  Reeves.  Mr.  Reeves  is  the 
only  pastor  of  the  church.  The 
church  was  organized  seven  years 
ago.  Those  having  parts  on  the  dedi¬ 
cation  program  were:  Rev.  J.  E.  Brock, 
pastor  of  First  Church,  Moss  Point; 
Dr.  W.  L.  Holcomb,  Secretary  of  Tem¬ 
perance  Activities  for  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists;  Rev.  Zeno  Wells,  pastor  of  East 
Moss  Point  Church  and  Editor  A.  L.

The  church  was  organized  seven 
years  ago  with  32  charter  members.

115.  The  Sunday  School  is  being  led 
by  O.  P.  Loper,  Sr.;  the  Training 
Union  by  K.  M.  Holloway.  The  church 
was  organized  in  the  school  house  but 
later  on  the  trustees  denied  the 
church  the  use  of  the  school  house 
arvd  a  temporary  brush  arbor  was 
erected.  They  then  erected  the  mod¬ 
em  church  building  which  was  dedi¬ 
cated  on  September  18. 

In  addition  to  the  spacious  audi¬ 
torium  there  are  class  rooms  to  take 
care  of  seven  classes.  The  building 
is  on  a  lot  250’x600’.  Wallace  Quinn, 
a  Methodist,  was  so  anxious  for  a 
church  in  that  community  that  he 
gave  all  of  the  concrete  blocks  and 
one  car  load  of  gravel  in  order  to  as¬ 
sist  the  new  church  in  building  a 
church  home. 


the  Institution  of  which  this  building 
is  a  part.  That  which  was  said  of  Abel 
may  be  said  of  them  that  by  their 
faith  they  being  dead  .yet  speak  in 
the  ministry  of  this  school.  We  would 
express  our  profundest  gratitude  for 
their  worthy  achievements  and  for 
the  solid  foundation  they  laid  on 
which  we  build  today.  We  would  also 
pledge  ourselves  anew  that  to  the 
limit  of  our  ability  we  shall  keep 
this  institution  true  to  the  high  ideals 
and  principles  of  its  tradition  and  to 
the  lofty  purposes  for  which  it  was 
established. 

This  new  building  across  the  way  is 
also  a  symbol  of  the  Clarke  College  <M 
today.  Its  very  character  as  a  building 
is  symbolic.  It  is  beautiful  without 
being  ornate  or  showy.  Its  elegant 
simplicity  befits  a  school  which  ma¬ 
jors  on  the  things  that  are  of  great¬ 
est  value.  Its  rugged  strength  and 
permanence  bespeak  the  fact  that 
Clarke  is  here  to  stay.  The  erection 
of  a  solid  building  of  this  size  at  such 
low  cost  is  typical  of  the  generous 
yet  wasteless  economy  that  prevails 
here.  Where  else  in  recent  years  have 
we  seen  so  much  good  space  provided

With  a  gain  of  2.08  per  cent  since 
1930,  the  Catholic  population  of  The 
Netherlands  now  totals  38.5  per  cent 
of  the  total  population.  Memberships 
0f  Protestant  churches,  on  the  other 
hand  all  suffered  decreases.  This  was 
indicated  by  the  1947  census  of  which 
the  figures  on  religion  was  made  pub¬ 
lic  last  week. 

The  census  also  disclosed  that  the 
percentage  of  the  population  which 
does  not  belong  to  any  church  also 
has  Increased  considerably,  especially 
in  the  cities  of  Amsterdam  and  Rot¬ 
terdam. 

The  decline  In  the  percentage  of 
the  Jewish  population  Is  due  to  the 
German  persecutions.  In  1930,  there 
were  in  The  Netherlands  111.917  per¬ 
sons  who  Identified

Churches  Plan  Drive  To 
"Spiritualize"  Christmas 

NEW  YORK— (RNSi— A  drive  aim¬ 
ed  at  “rescuing”  Christmas  “frofn  an 
emphasis  on  turkey,  tinsel  and  pres¬ 
ents”  and  New  Year’s  Eve  "from 
headache-producing  revelry”  is  plan¬ 
ned  by  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  here. 

The  Council  said  that  Its  37  Prot¬ 
estant  and  Orthodox  denominations 
would  summon  their  140,000  local 
churches  to  "spiritualize”  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  the  two  holidays.  This  ef¬ 
fort  will  be  made  in  1950  as  the  cli¬ 
max  of  a  15-months’  evangelistic 
campaign,  beginning  this  Oct.  2. 

Dr.  Jesse  M.  Bader,  director  of  the 
Federal  Council’s  evangelism  depart¬ 
ment,  said  "the  churches  believe  the 
time  has  come  when  we  must*  save 
Christmas  as  the  celebration  of  the 
birthday  of  Jesus  Christ.”  He  added 
that  the  churches  would  call  Ameri¬ 
cans  on  New  Year’s  Eve,  1950,  to  an 
all-night  vigil  of  prayer  as  they  say 
farewell  to  "a  half  century  of  ma¬ 
terial  progress  and  spiritual  bank¬ 
ruptcy.”

12  hours,  beginning  at  8  p.  m..  Dr.

Suggests  A  Church  Cabinet

In  these  days  of  complex  living 
our  churches  are  seeking  to  measure 
up  to  the  demands  upon  them  in 
meeting  the  spiritual  needs  of  the 
People.  This  effort  has  of  necessity 
htereaeed  the  number  of  actve  or¬ 
ganisations  effectively  for  the  most 
satisfactory  results. 

Aggressive  pasties  feet  the  need  of 
the  assistance  of  some  of  the  trained 
aad  sympathetic  leaders  ef  the 
eherch  in  coping  with  these  prob- 
leaaa.  This  need  Is  being  met  in  many 
places  by  a  church  cabinet  or  coun- 
ott.  At  this  time  ef  year  when  church¬ 
es  are  setting  np  the  organisation 
for  another  year,  the  Inter-Agency 
Council  ef  our  denomination  and  the 
Church  Organisation  Committee  of 
the  Convention  Join  me  heartily  in 
recommending  that  a  church  cabinet 
be  formed  and  wed  widely  in  each 
church. 

The  church  cabinet  is  usually  -com¬ 
posed  of  the  pastor,  educational  di¬ 
rector.  church  secretary,  superinten¬ 
dent  of  8unday  school,  director  of 
Training  Union,  chairman  of  deacons, 
director  of  music,  president  of  the 
Brotherhood,  and  president  of  the 
Woman’s  Missionary  Society.  Others 
may  be  added  as  the  local  church  de¬ 
sires.  The  cabinet  is  purely  advisory. 
It  should  meet  at  regular  intervals 

The  purpose  of  the  church  cabinet 
is  to  consider  wisely  and  prayerfully 
all  plans,  programs,  and  problems  of 
the  church.  „

Chinese  Communists  Threaten 
Christion  Liberties 

HALIFAX,  N.  8. — (RN8) — A  predic¬ 
tion  that  the  liberties  now  enjoyed  by 
Chinese  Christians  will  “gradually  be 
ta.ken  away”  by  the  Communists  in 
that  country  was  made  here  by  the 
Rev.  William  8impson,  who  recently 
returned  from  the  Honan  mission 
field. 

In  an  address  before  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Church  of  England  in 
Canada,  Mr.  Simpson  said  the  Church 
in  China  might  be  in  a  better  position 
today  had  the  Reds  come  in  with  a 
policy  of  religious  persecution. 

He  implied  that  the  Communist 
policy  of  giving  the  impression  that 
they  would  not  oppress  religion  had 
lulled  Chinese  Christians  into  a  sense 
of  false  security  which  kept  them 
from  making  an  issue  of  religious 
liberty. 

Mr.  Simpson  said  hospitals  and 
schools  in  China  are  now  heavily  tax¬ 
ed  by  the  Communists.  Many  hos¬ 
pitals.  he  added,  have  been  taken 
over  by  the  Reds  on  the  pretext  that 
they  are  not  properly  managed.  Then 
their  staff  and  supplies  are  taken 
away  to  be  used  at  military  hospitals. 

“Some  hope  that  the  Communists 
In  China  will  be  pink  rather  than 
red,”  Mr.  Simpson  said,  “but  I  say 
that  there  is  no  difference  from  the 
Marx an  theories  in  their  system. 
There  are  some  who  hope  that  the 
Chinese  family  system  will  change 
the  nature  of  the  Communist  regime, 
but  I  am  afraid  that  to  wishful  think¬ 
ing."
